DID N O T A L W A Y S GO T O IN S U R ­ 


A N C E C O M P A N I E S T H A T P U T

New York, 
Nov. 25.—Startling de­ 
velopments were brought 
out at the 
day s session of the 
Armstrong com 
mittee on insurance 
investigation in 
the course of a minute inquiry by Mr 
Hughes, counsel to the committee, into 
the syndicate transactions participated 
in by the 
New York Life 
Insurance 
company. 
The most 
important wit­ 
less of the day was Milton M. Madison, 
a bookkeeper of the New York Life In 
surance company, during 
whose ex 
amination it was brought out that in 
the case of the United 
States Steel 
Corporation syndic ate, the managers of 
which were J. P. Morgan & Co., there 
appeared in one instance a profit due 
to the New York Life of $87,187, from 
which was deducted, no reason being 
given, the sum of $59,310, paid to An 
drew 
Hamilton, 
who has 
been 
de­ 
scribed in the course of the investiga­ 
tion as the “insurance legislative gen 
eralissimo.” 
It appeared from records produced 
by Mr. Hughes that an account of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. with Hamilton showed 
that in December, 1901, that firm had 
advanced 
to 
Hamilton the 
sum 
of 
$50,720, 
that 
on Oct. 
I, 1902, 
this 
amount amounted with interest to $59,- 
810, and that it was then cancelled bv 
the entry of that amount to Hamilton’s 
credit. 
The entry of this amount in 
the account 
of the New York 
Life 
read “as per cancelled statement and 
arrangement with Air. G. AV. Perkins.” 


Retained Part of the Profits. 


It was also developed that the partici 
pation 
in the syndicate 
of the 
New 
York Life 
was effected through 
the 
New York 
Security and 
Trust com- 
panl, by which one-fourth of the profits 
of the former company were retained. 
Pressed bv Mr. Hughes to tell wheth­ 
er he knew 
of any other 
instance of 
money due to the New York Life being 
paid to a third [tarty, as in the Hamil­ 
ton case, Mr. Madison recalled the pay­ 
ment in 1904 of $10,000 to George \Y 
Perkins, repro tenting 
the profit on a 
loan of $930,000 to the Poston firm of 
Kidder, 
Peabody & Co. 
The 
profit, 
witness said, 
came in the form of a 
check on 
the First National 
hank, 
which he cashed, giving the money to 
Mr. Perkins. 
What the latter did with 
it the witness did not know. 
No entry 
of the transaction was 
made on the 
books of tho New York Life. 
Other witnesses examined during the 
day were George T. Wilson, fourth vice 
president of the Equitable; Francis W.

BRIDGE STOPS 
NAVIGATION 


Crow Winir County will Have to 


Face Suit for Damages on 


This Account 


SUPREME 
BEISCH 
DECISION 


Bridge Over Mississippi in North­ 


ern Part of the County De­ 


clared Nuisance 


In an opinion handed down yesterday 
by tho state supreme court, reversing 
the action of tho lower court of this 
county in the case of the Mississippi 
Transportation company appellants vs. 
the Hoard of County Commissioners of 
Crow Wing county respondents, tilt1 
bridge across the Mississippi river on 
section 24 47-21* and section 33 136-26 is 
characterized as a public nuisance. 
This 
bridge 
was 
erected 
several 
m onths ago by the board of county com ­ 
missioners but objection was made at 
the time that it was not high enough 
for tho steamers of the above appellant 
company to pass under and they were 
thereby deprived of a large amount of 
business which they had contracted for. 
Tho board tookjrecognition of this pro­ 
test and ordered the bridge raised. The 
contract for the work was let to P. (J. 
Fogelstrom and as soon as the ice freezes 
sufficiently he will commence opera­ 
tions. 
This, however, will not in any 
way afTcct tho suit which has been 
decided, as the claim is for damages a1 
ready sustained. 
T he complaint states in substance 
that plaintiffs ownjand operate boats on 
the Mississippi river for the carriage of 
of passengers and "freight, with home 
port at Aitkin. 
T hat defendant, with 
out authority, erected a bridge across 
the river some miles below Aitkin whi Ii 
is an obstruction to navigation; and 
that by reason of this obstruction they 
are prevented fromjpassing up and down 
the river in the regular course of their 
business, and that they have, as a con­ 
sequence, been damages in their busi­ 
ness and property. 
This complaint was demurred to on 
the ground that it does not state facts 
sufficient to constitute a cause of action. 
The demurrer was urged and sustained 
on tho special point that the complaint 
does not show that plaintiffs have su s­ 
tained any special damages 
damages 
different in kind from those sustained 
by other persons who do or might wish 
to navigate the river. 
Justice Brown, in the syllabus, says: 
First —A private action may bo m ain­ 
tained to redress injuries caused by a 
public nuisance where the complaining 
party has thereby suffered some special 
damage not common to the general pub­ 
lic, but in such cases only. 
Second—A common nuisance in a pub­ 
lic highway or navigable stream 
of 
water, which obstructs, interrupts or 
prevents tho continuance of a lawful 
business occupation existing and being 
conducted at the time of and before the 
creation of the nuisance may be 
pro­ 
ceeded against by private action by the 
person who is thus interferred with in 
his vested rights. 
Third -Plaintiffs had an established 
business and were engaged in operating 
a line of steamboats on the Mississippi 
river, a navigable stream, carrying pas­ 
sengers and freight for hire, and towing 
small craft from point to point on tho 
river. 
Defendant wrongfully and w ith­ 
out authority of law’ constructed and 
insists on the right to maintain a bridge 
over tile river, thereby obstructing and 
preventing plaintiffs from continuing in 
their said business, the bridge being so 
constructed as to prevent tho passage 
of boats of the size of those operated by 
plaintiffs. 
It is held that tho bridge 
constitutes a public nuisance, but that 
plaintiffs supered an injury not common 
to the public at large, and may m ain­ 
tain an action for such damages as they 


Buttered in consequence of the erection 
and maintainance of the bridge. 
Fourth 
Tho bridge complained of 
was constructed by the board of county 
commissioners of Crow Wing county, 
without authority of law, in violation of 
an 
act of congress prohibiting 
such 
structures over navigable streams, and 
without express authority 
from the 
county; but it is held, following Sculls 
Bier vs. Hoard of C o u n t y Commissioners, 
67 Minn. 412. that the county, as an or 
ganizcd sub-division of the state, not 
having repudiated the ultra vires acts 
of its commissioners is liable for dam 
ages caused thereby, to the same extent 
as though originally authorized by it.
